THE NEW. FIRE HALL. 

Early next wock Chief Davidson, of 
the fire department, with hie family, 
will movevinto his new residence: at 
the west, end fire hall, No. 2, which 
will also be put in regular service in 
a few days. The equipment — will 
consist of the steamer, now at No. 1 
thall; the ambulance, presented — by 

Westward Ho! Chapter of the Dangh- 
ters of the Empire; a chemical and a 
hose wagon, , There will be ten men 
and two teams of horses for present 
reouirements. 

The new hall, upon which the 
finishing touches are now being plac- 
ed. will be one of the best equipped 
and most up-to-date, not alone in Al- 
berta, but in all of Canada, Of ims 
posing front of brick, with stone trim- 
nings, it stands as an ornament even 
on Fourth street, which is one of the 
best residential parts of the city. 

The main hall, which is the largest 
in the city, is 50 feet wide and 56 feet 
deep. At the rear is a commodious 
horse stable, 14 feet wide and extend- 
ing the entire width of the building,

There is accommodation for seven 
horses, and each of the stalls have 
an entianee into the fire hall. The 


hall where the apparatus is kept and 
the stable inthe rear are left in the 
unfinished brick., This will — be 
amoothed off by the members of the 
department when they move in and 
will be given several coats of kalso- 
mine, 

Upstairs are the quarters for the 
firemen, with five bedrooms, a men’s 
reereation room and a neat baleony, 
where they can spend the evenings ‘n 
the shade, Fach bedroom is large 
and well lighted and fitted with 
clothes closets and other conveniences 
for the benefit of the men. 

The hose-drying tower to the south- 
west corner of. the hall is 60 feet high 
and affords excellent facilities for 
drving out the hose after use, 

The doors leading from the horse 


stalls, as well as those on the front 
of the. building, are fitted with auto. 
matic openers, which operate npon an 


tlarm being rung in from any part 
of the city. Large gongs are locat- 
ed on the ground and sleeping floors, 
and the men deseond by means of ‘a 
sligling pole conveniently located near 
the stable doors, 

The apartments for the chief of the 
department are located on the north 
side of the fire hall and are entirely 
separate from the hall itself with the 
exception of an entrance on the 
ground floor. The residence consists 
of four rooms on the gronnd floor and 
three bedrooms oh the second atorcy, 
There is alse a small basement under- 
eee as well as another under the 
vall. 

The contractors of the building are 
Pheasey & Batson and the contract 


price is $26,000. This is exclusive 
of the heating and installation of 
electric apparatus, ete, much of 


which has been done by members of 
the brigade,

Coming up to the time that the loads 
were brought into Edmonton, the evid- 
ence of Hewitt is that he took both his 
own ticket and that of Conway's into 
the office; Conway stood otside, or was 
out looking after the teams. Ruski took 
his own in, It seems reasonable to 
think that Conway would not go in as 
he was driving one of Hewitt's teams. 
In the office at that time there ‘were not 
only the accused, but also Harper and 
Jonds. Jones fixes the date of their 
coming in there by the fact that he bor- 
rowed a certain amoynt of money, and 
the note which he gave for the money 
is put in evidence and bears the date 
of S3ist July, the date in question, so 
there is therefore something in Jones’ 
mind to fix that particular day. Hewitt 
swears that these tickets, when they 
were handed in, contained no weights 
marked on them at all, Hy» states he 
handed the tickets from the city seales 
to the accused and the accused made 
out the new tickets and added a certain 
amount to each, There is no doubt but 
what these loads were weighed on the 
city scales. I think the evidence is con- 
elusive on that point. Now, of course 
the question comes vs to whether Hewitt 
turned in the weights of the city scales 
at that, time,or whether he turned them 
iu wt a later time, or whether he turned 
them in at ali. If I find that Hewitt 
and the parties with him weighed at 
Humberstone and also weighed at the 
city scales, and that the Humberstone 
weights were greater than those of the 
city scales, and the weights of Humber- 
stone scales could be taken equally as 
well as those of the city scales, it seems 
to me, humanly speaking, that Hewitt 
would hand in, especially where paid by 
the ton ,the higher weight than he 

the lower one. 

As to these figures of the weight that 
were placed on these blue or mine tic- 

» Hewitt even goes so far as to state 
that he never handed in these tickets, 
hut the evidence of hoth Jones and 
Harper wind the accused, was that he 
handed them in at that time. If he 
handed those in at that time, were the 
figures on them? ‘The evidence is that 
these are not the figures of Hewitt. He

that time, unless the aceased remem- 
bered the exact. fignres that he placed 
on tliem, how would he render the ac- 
count to the Bitulithié Company, and 
which probably was rendered on the 
next day or the diy following, it being 
the Mist July and the accounts being 
rendered monthly, Where woukd he get 
the figures unless he entered ‘those inte 
anvther book and = there is no evidence 
before me that he did, where would he 
get those figures'.to render these ac- 
counts the next day or the day ofter? 

With regard to the Dodge incident, 
the learned counsel for the Crown did 
not mention it in his address, and 
don’t think there is anything in that 
that could possibly be brought home to 
the accused even to corroborate this, as 
the ticket« of the Dodge transaction 
have been proved to heve been made 
out by another eniployee altogether. 

There is also evidence in the case of 
the Troy Laundry ticket, that the city 
scales weight: was much less than the 
amount billed out under the pink ticket. 
The pink ticket: was made ont by Pat- 
terson, another employee of the com- 
pany, and the blue ticket corresponds 
with the pink Vicket. 

As regards the motive, I think there 
has been no motive whatever proved by 
the Crown for the accused raising these 
weights, that is that he would benefit in 
the slightest degree by the increaes in 
weight, The only possible benefit would 
be, not fo him, but to his fathér, who 
Was a shareholder in the company; his 
father would benefit to the amount of 
the shares that ‘he held in the company. 
There is:no evidence before me as to the 
amount his father had in the com- 
pany, so that [I think the Crown has 
failed to prove any motive on the part 
ot the accused that he would participate 
in any profits that would be gained by 
increasing the weight. There is evidence 
of the fact that there had been trouble 
between Hewitt and the Company, or 
realiy the acctised as representing the 
company, This trouble occurred through 
a quarrel over the amount of coal that 
was delivered at Fort Saskatchewan; 
Hewitt claimed that he had delivered 
eight tons more than what he was paid 
for. Harper, who did the checking in 
this, said that he afterwards went to 
see the accused and explained fully to 
him where he was mistéken in bis fig- 
ures. This Is not been denied by the 
Crewn. If Hewitt's: figures were wrong 
in the case of Fort. Saskatchewan, is 
there not a likelihood of them being 
wrong in the case of the Edmonton 
weights? Hewitt claims that he wrote 
down the figures in a little book which 
he kept of the amount of coal which he 
delivered. Theso figures are according 
to the city scale weights of these three 
loads. The account of Hewitt and the 
cheque paying him for this month of 
July have been placed in evidence, and 
they correspond. He was paid for the 
amount of coal bd 2 he hauled accord- 
jyg to thy Hume tstong” weights. r

letween the accused and Hewitt about 
the first of September, and Hewitt then 
made threats. Now, on account of the 
discrepancy in the two scales, it was 
very easy for him to find out the am- 
ount of the discrepancy in these loads 
that he weighed here, and to make this 
chatge. 1 am not saying that he did 
it, but 1 am saying that it would be 
quite, easy for him if he wished to do 
60, 

As regards the conspiracy among other 
coal dealers against the coal company 
who employcd-the accused there is noth- 
ing before me in evidence and TI take no 
stock of ‘it whatever, The conspiracy, if 
any at all, was in the case of Hewitt 
himself, and the other two teamsters, 
who were under the impression that the 
company had cheated Hewitt out of the 
hauling of eight tons of coal at Fort 
Saskatchewen. Hewitt threatened that 
he would get even with the Company, or 
the accused, in some way. T ain not, 
however, holding that there is any con- 
spiracy, 

Taking this evidence all in all, it 
seoms to mo that the Crown has failed 
to establish their cause. They have failed 
in establishing a motive, and | consider 
that the weight of evidence is in favor 
of the defence in Bhe case of the, weigh- 
ing of the coal at Humberstone scales, 
and the incidents that took place in 
the cfice. It seems hardly reasonable to 
me that with so many in the office at 
the time that the accused would delib- 
erately add on to these weights and lay 
himself open to a very very serious 
charge jas at the time Hewitt was there 
there were five or six different persons 
in the office, and no doubt they were 
watching the proceedings. It seems to 
me that the amuunt of gain that wonld 
accrue indirectly, really no gain at all 
to the accused, would notyjbe sufficient 
to cause him to lay himself open to 
such a serious charge, as he would know 
that by deliberately increasing the 
weight=, ax the witness Hewitt would 
have us believe, he woald be at the 
ifercy of Hewitt and all the others in 
the office at that time, 1 cannot believe 
that the aceused would be guilty ef such 
a thing, especially in view of the fact 
that there would be so many witnesses 
to his crime. Hewitt even goes so far 
in his evidence as to say that he called 
the accused attention to it, so that the 
ethers in the office would heay it, 
will therefore find the accused Not 
Gu.'ty,

* Three Years Settled Here. 

The most prominent residents at 
Fort Vermilion are the Lawrence fam- 
ily—a Mr. Lawrence and his sons who 
came from Montreal about thirty years 
ago in connection with mission work, 
Mr. Lawrence soon set himself to work 
in a practical manner to demonstrate 
the worth of the country and now has 
a very large tract of farm land there 
aod a fine ranch. His son, Fred Lawr- 
ence, gave evidence before this latest 
northern commission at Ottawa, that 
in his experience of farming at Ver- 
milion for over 20 years, he had never 
had a failure in wheat, but one very 
dry season had reduced the yield to 
5 1-2 bushels an acre. On the other 
hand he had raised as high as 66 bush- 
els of wheat to the acre, and without 
using any fertilizer, Not all of the 
land was suitable for cultivation, There 
were small patches of swamp and 
Acrub timber, but this was to be met 
with in any country and when cleared 
away made goad farm land.

While the Peace River region is 
drawing the great stream of settlers 
now and is much praised for its agri- 
pultural value the’ Athabasca is not 
without its own virtues too, Accord. 
ing to the many traders who navigate 
the Athabasca river, as well as W. 
F. Bredin, M.P.P., for Athabasca, the 
land on either, side of the river is 
thiekly wooded with poplar and 
apruce of no great distance inland, 
The sof is fairly, good everywhere,
